$12,000 Loan to Grayling Housing 


WASHINGTON—Modernization loans for low rent public 
housing totalling $375,000 has been approved for 10 Northern 
Michigan communities, U.S. Rep. Philip E. Ruppe, R-Houghton, 
announced today. 

Ruppe said that the Department of Housing and Urban 
Vevelopment (HUD) nas awarded tne ioans so that the huusing 
agencies in the various localities can improve the dwellings 
occupied by low-income tamilies. 

The modernization loan program is intended to heip local 
housing authorities keep up the good appearance and the physical 
quality of the housing programs. 

In the Upper Peninsula, the Baraga Housing Commission with 
30 housing units will receive a $50,000 loan. Caluinet Housing 
Commission has been allotted a $25,000 loan for improvements 
while the neighboring Laurium Housing Commission with 30 units 
will receive $30,000. 

At L'Anse the Ojibwa Housing Authority will receive $75,700 
for the 33 units under its direction, while at Kingsford and nearby 
Iron River $60,000 and $50,000 loans, respectively. have been 
approved ty HUD.

It's 
something you can only do in 
one year because the state aid 
act and the current tax situation 
in Michigan is forcing almost 
every district in the state to qo 
for 3 additional mills, and some 
are going for as many as 6 just 
to maintain their budgets for 
next year.

case. The precaution was ap- 
parently unnecessary, however, 
because the British reportedly 
didn’t know that the Americans 
were attacking unti! one of the 
tedcoats was wounded by a 
musket ball fired through a 
porthole in the wall of the fort. 

Meanwhile, the French in- 
habitants of Vincennes joyously 
welcomed Clark's army as it 
marched into the village just 
outside the stockade. Several of 
the villagers had hidden gun- 
powder and musket balls and 
now presented the ammunition 
to the Americans whose own 
Supply was nearly gone. 

Many of the Indians quietly 
slipped out of town when they 
discovered the invaders. And a 
Piankeshaw chief offered to join 
Clark with a hundred of his 
braves, but his service was 
declined. 

Throughout the night the 
Americans in the village and the 


British inside the fort exchang- 


ed shots. Three fieldpieces in 
each of the bastions of the fort 
provided much more firepower 
than that of the attackers, but 
the cannon managed only to 
destroy a few houses in Vin-

sals concerning surrender of the 
fort were made by leaders of the 
opposing forces throughout the 
following day. Meanwhile, an 
unsuspecting party of Indians 
led by two Frenchmen paraded 
into Vincennes with two pri- 
soners and several scalps after 
araid on the frontier. The men 
that Ulark sent to intercepi ie 
were thought by the Indians to 
be a welcoming group from the 
fort. ‘ 

“The poor devils never dis- 
covered their mistake,” Clark 
teported, “until it was too late 
tor many of them to escape. Six 
of them were made prisoners, 
two of them scalped, and the 
rest so wounded, as we after- 
wards learnt, but one lived.” 
The American commander, de- 
ciding to make the most of the 
situation to show any Indians 
Still nearby that the British were 
unable to help them, had the 
captured braves tomahawkec 
and thrown into the river. 

Hamilton, relating a second- 
hand account of the incident 


_ that had been passed on to him 


by a resident of the village, 
asserted that one Indian “having 
received the fatal stroke of a 
tornahawk in the head, took it 
out and gave it again into the 
hands of his executioner, who 
repeated the stroke a second 
and a third time, atter which the 
miserable being, not entirely 
deprived of life, was dragged to 
the river and thrown in with the 
rope about his neck, where he 
ended his life and tortures.” 
One of the French leaders of 
the Indian party was the son of 
one of Clark's volunteer lieu- 
tenants from Cahokia. The 
young man, painted like the 
Indians, was not recognized by 
the father who stood guard to 
keep him from escaping. When 
an executioner, acting upon 
Clark's orders, raised a toma- 
hawk to kill the youth, he called 
out and the father recognized 


his voire. “| had so little mercy * 


for such murderers,” Clark said, 
“and so valuable an opportunity 
for an example, knowing there 
wauld he the greatest solici- 
tations made to save him, that | 
immediately absconded myself; 
but by ihe warmest solicitations 
from his father who had behav- 
ed so exceedingly well in our 
service, and some of the 
officers, | granted his life on 
certain conditions.” 

After this incident Clark and 
Hamilton met face to face fora 
conference upon the’ parade 
ground outside the fort. Hamil- 
ton later asserted that Clark 
“seated himself on the edge of 
one of the boats that had some 
rainwater in tt, and while he 
washed his hands and face still 
reeking from the human sacri- 
tice in which he had acted as 
chief priest, he told me with 
great exuitation how he had 
been employed.” 

After a lengthy negotiation, it 
was agreed that the British 
garrison would surrender. Ham- 
ilton’s bitterness against the 
Americans and French was later 
summarized in his journal when 
he wrote of being “captives to 
an unprincipled motley ban- 
dilti’ and of “being betrayed 
and sacrificed by those very 
people who owed the preserva- 
tion of their lives and properties 
to us.” 

As soon as the fort was 
secured, Clark sent Captain 


* Leonard Helm and 50 men up 


the Wabash to intercept a 
flotilla of French volunteers 
who were bringing supplies to 
Hamilton from Detroit. While 
this successful expedition was 
in progress, the armed row- 
galley Willing finally arrived and 
its crew members were disap- 
pointed to learn that they were 
too fale to take part in the 


fighting. 
Most of .the British were 
paroled, bul Hamilton and 


about 25 other prisoners were 
taken to the falls of the Ohio 
and eventually to Williamsburg, 
Virginia. Hamilton’s confine- 
ment there was the subject of 
correspondence between Thom- 
as Jefferson, then governor of 
Virginia, and George Washing- 
ton. Washington at least twice 
requested Jefferson to have 


irons removed from Hamilton's 
leg. Eventually, Hamilton was 
released on parole in October of 
1780.

Philadelphia Evokes 
Proper Emotions 


Bicentennialism is made to order for 
sentiment, and Philadelphia is the 
perfect place for both. 

That's why Philadelphia is one of the 
most popular convention cities in the 
country during 1976—and the National 
Newspaper Association is no exception 
to that order of the day. 

Taking advantage of both patriotism 
and professionalism, | made my first 
visit to Philadelphia recently and found 
out first-hand that the sentimentalists 
and patriots are right, and the cynics are 
wrong. 

The surge of pride is almost tangible 
as you stroll through independence 
Hall. You can’t help but try to relive the 
historic days in the historic rooms 
where the Continental Congress ham- 
mered out the immortal Declaration of 
independence, and the ideals of its 
foundation. 

When you've been exposed to the 
rigors of the world for many years, 
sentiment or even patriotism do not 
come easily to you; but in Independence 
Hall, they live today. 

The same surge of emotioin arises at 
the Liberty Bell pavilion, although for 
me it was not so deep because the 
Liberty Bell now rests in the pavilion 
which makes it easier for tourists to see 
and touch it, rather than in its original 
home at Independence Hall. A bit 
commercial perhaps, but emotion still 
is possible. 

Ben Franklin comes out as quite a 
genious as you retrace his route 


through the early history of our nation, 
visiting a reconstructed print shop, 
seeing where his home stood, examin- 
ing some of his inventions and experi- 
ments. 

The house where Thomas Jefferson 
roomed while he wrote the Declaration 
of Independence—at least a recon- 
the original site—adds a certain dimen- 
sion to appreciation of thé history of the 
times. So does the original Betsy Ross

Kirtland’s Warblers Show Encouraging Upturn 


LANSING—The world's en- 
dangered population of Kirt- 
land’s warblers has returned to 
its summer nesting grounds in 
northern Lower Michigan in 
better numbers than a year ago, 
reports the Department of Na- 
tural Resources. 

Results of a recent survey in 
that part of the state peg the 
birds’ latest level at 199 nesting 
pails, up 20 pairs irom tast 
summer’s estimate. Cooperat- 
ing on the census were mem- 
bers of the U. S. Forest Service, 
U.S, Fish and Wildlife Service, 
ONR, Michigan Audubon So- 
ciety, and conservation - mind- 
ed citizens. 

“This upturn may not seem 
very significant at a glance, but 
we are encouraged by it,” notes 
ONR wildlife biologist John 
Byelich, who heads a state-fed- 
eral recovery team for the Kirt- 
land's warbler. 

“In face of the fact there are 
less than 400 of these birds left 
in the world, every one of them 
counts preciously in aur efforts 
to save this species,” Byelich 
tapas. 

This year's census, conduct- 
ed on the Kirtland's nesting 
grounds in Crawford, Oscoda, 
Roscommon, Ogemaw, Kalkas- 
ka, and Wexford - counties, 
shows that the birds have 
moved into new areas since 
seturning from thelr winter 
home in the Bahamas. 

This, too, is {ooked upon by 
Byelich as a generally good sign 
but he is quick to point out that 
it could be mixed with potential 
problems. 

On the plus side of the 
picture, the birds’ expansion of 
their nesting range means a 
broader habitat base for sup- 
porting larger, more stable 
warbler colonies. Their scat- 
tering to new areas, however, 
places them in smaller, more 
isolated clusters, which could 
make them more vulnerable to 
cowbird parasitismn and to pre- 
dators. 

“We'll just have to wait and 
see, and keep our fingers 
crossed,” says Byelich. 

Actually, the Kirtland’s warb- 
iers struggle for survival will not 
be left to them alone. 

Specialists from the U. S. 
Forest Service, U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, and DNR, who 
work together on the recovery 
team, will continue to give the 
birds all the heip they can 
muster, largely in the form of 
habitat improvements. 

Their efforts to save the warb- 
lers cover controlled burns to 
create new nesting habitat and 
the trapping of cowbirds, whose 
parasitism or laying of eggs in 
warbler nests poses a key threat 
us'tie Kirtland's production. 

The goai of the recovery 
program, says Byelich, is to

The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
dune 11, 1976, under authority of Secs, 1, 2 and 2 of Ast 230, 
P.A. 1925, as amended, and Chapter 5, Sec> 1, Act 286, P.A. 
1929, as amended, established rules for the taking of bobcats 
in the winter and spring of 1976-1977, as follows: 


1, SEASONS 

Zone 1: Hunting and trapping, October 25 through March 31 
Zone 2: Hunting only, January 1 through February 28 

Zone 3: Closed to hunting and trapping 


2. AREAS 

Zone 1 - The Upper Peninsula, except Bois Blanc !stand which 
will be included under Zone 2 regulations. 

Zone 2 - Cheboygan, Presque Isle, Otsega, Montmorency, and 
Alpena counties. 


3. REGISTRATION 

Any person killing a bobcat under authority of a valid hunting 
or trapping license shall present the bobcat at a Department of 
Natural Resources district office or other designated field 
office within two weeks of the season’s and. There a 
confirming seal shall be attached and information obtained 
irom ie licensee as io Gaie aid piace Gi KH and other 
pertinent information deemed appropriate. No taxidermist or 
fur buyer shall accept a bobcat or bobcat pelt without the 
confirming sea! attached, or process ii in any fashion. 
Registration hours will be during regular working hours or 
where offices are open for some other purpose, after hours. No 
charge will be made for sealing.

to explain and understand. We 
have to go for the same number 
of mills. We don't have any 
other area we can draw on. The 
only alternative would be to go 
for a drastically reduced pro- 
gram and we have a fairly 
limited program now. We don't 
offer a lot of things that other 
programs do, so there isn't a lot 
that can be cut. 

What actions are you taking 
to create changes in the present 
system of using property taxes 
for school financing? 

It's something that we work at 
constantly, because we know 
that the property tax situation 
particularly in the rural north is 
terrible. Last year we worned on 
the MASA Council which is 
trying to organize the muscle of 
different school districts to try 
to force the legislature to make 
some property tax reform. Our 
former hoard president worked 
very hard on the state legislative 
committee which worked for 
Property tax reform. We con- 
stantly contact our legislators 
to let them know how we feel, 
and have been involved in the 
property tax reform movernent 
which was started in a township 
in West Branch which has 
expanded throughout the state. 
We know there has to be a 
different rneans of funding 
schools. The problem is that we 
find ourselves fighting each 
other on the local front which 
we could be uniting and fighting 
Lansing trying to torce some 
kind of a reform. Until we get 
the reform we have to educate 
kids so we have to resign 
ourselves to doing the best we 
can for the kids, providing them 
with a good education, while at 
the same time we have to look 
outside the iocal district to- 
wards Lansing to find the real 
solutions. 

How many buses are now 
being purchased by the school 
district and what effect will the 
June 14 millage deteat have on 
payment schedules? 

We are now purchasing three 
additional buses. We are now 
planning to delay payment on 
the buses and take out an 
installment loan. We haven't 
expanded our bus fleet in the 
last three years as far as adding 
additional buses. We've just 
been replacing buses. The 
millage defeat means that we 
would have no buses, there 
would be no transcortation. The 
total cost cf the buses we are 
now purchasing, which were bid 
items, is $45,468.36. That works 
out to a total of $15.156.12. 

What are the financia! as- 
pects of district busing costs? 

We bus in excess of 200,000 
miles a year, and our casts this 
year were at .86 per mile. That 
seems like a very high cost 
compared to running a car, but 
figured on the average of 66 
students per bus, it costs the 
district about 1.3 cents per mile 
per student to bring them to 
school. Our problem is that 
since we bus over 2,000 stu- 
dents per day the cost for 
transportation is in the neigh- 
barhood of $200,000 per year. In 
estimating our transportation 
needs we have to replace our 
buses every seven years. Unless 
we use a bus after seven years 
for an extra run the state will not 
nay fora bus, or even the partial 
cost of a bus after seven years. 
The problem with the state 
reimbursement is that you 
teceive it the following year for 
bus transportation so we have 
to pay for everything this year 
but we won't be reimbursed 
until next year. An additional 
problem is that the state never 
pays at the reimbursement rate 
they say they're going to pay at. 
That is always reduced and is 
based on the financial aspects 
of the estate.
